DOVER AS NAVAL BASE. 


AN ADMIRALTY EXPENDITURE OF 
£4,000,000 ON WORKS. 


—--- 


The decision of the Admiralty to make ex- 
tended use of Dover for naval parposes is not, 
strictly speaking, a new policy. The inception 
ofthe present idea dates from April, 1895, 
when the first expenditure was sanctioned to 
commence the great Admiralty harboar, 

Indeed, the new naval harbour has pro- 
gressed so woll that this year Captain Chambre, 
R.N., was appointed Kiog’s Harbour Master 
at Dover, and he has already formed a dock- 
yard staff from Sheerness, which is actively 
engaged in laying the new moorings for the 
fleet, each of which will cost on an average 
£1,500. The various mooring craft are now 
puttiog down moorings for 33 lsrge warehipe, 
17 battleships, and 16 oruiserr, in addition to 
which there is to be accommodation for a 
large number of destroyer. 

With 33 large warships and torpedo-de- 
stroyors moored in the harbour, there will still 
be room for # ntmber of small oraft. The 
eastern and western arms of the national har- 
bour, esch 3,320ft. long, sre already com- 
pleted, with the exception of the finishing 
‘tonghes; and the great eouthern breakwater, 
5,200ft. long, is making such magnificent pro- 
- gress that the great wall is half-way across 
the bay already, and the contractors antici- 
pate finishing the work in less than two 
years, by which time the moorings will also 
be completed. 

Ample space for repairing shops when 
needed will be afforded by some 21 acres of 
land which have been reclaimed at East Cliff, 
and are now ip uee as contractors’ yards, It 
is also stated: that it is proposed to atilise 
floatirg dry docks in connection with the 
harbour, but this and the repair yard are 
matters for the fatore, 


TORPEDO-PROOP. 


It is certain, however, that the barbour will 
have the most modern equipment. It will be 
made torpedo proof by a clever system of stel 
wire booms, which can be raised or dropped 
instantly by means of powerfal electrio hauling 
machinery, which will be installed at the head 
of the piers antl breakwater. 

Much sarcasm has been directed at this sug- 
gestion of the Channel fleet being tied up in 
war time behind these chains; bat amore 
serious criticism maintains that a fleet shelter- 
ed at Dover will Le exposed to long-range bom- 
bardment from the res, in which the fortress, 
even with the new 12in, guns, would be in- 
effective. The Admirslty do not share this 
view. 

There will be a torpedo-bost harboor and 
submarine anchorage, for which craft Dover 
will be a base, as well as having a reserve divi- 
sion of the Fleet. Naval and military embarka- 
tions will take place from both the Admiralty 
and Prince of Wales's piers. There is no ques- 
tion of Dovar superseding Portsmouth or 
Devonport, as warship construction is nota 
part of the project. 

At present there is no place for our warships 
to shelter between Portemonth andthe Thames, 
for the introduction and development of tor- 
pedo craft have long since rendered useless 
the protecting cover of the famous Downs. The 
new hsrbour enclosed, as stated, by arms is the 
joint work of the Dover Harbour Board and 
the Government. The depth ‘of water at low 
tide ranges to 40 feet, and inside the great ees 
walls smooth water will be found in the 
roughest weather. 

The work is to be completed in 1908, at a 
cost of four millions. From 1895 to 1904 two 
millions were expended, and the estimated 


expenditure for current purposes a 50,000. 


A NEW MONTE CARLO.

A finsncisl syndicate’ bas offered to con- 
stroct 8 light railway from Rimini to San Marino 
and to confer other benefits apon that minia- 
ture Republic, ifthe Republican Government 
will grant its concession for a gaming table 
within its 32 square miles of territory. It is to 
be hoped that the tempting offer will be re- 
fased, a8 was the case some 35 years ago, when 
asimilar attempt to establish an Apennine 
Monte Carlo was made. On that occasion, the 
peasant statesmen of San Marino displayed, 
with one or two exceptions, more than Spartan 
virtue in rejacting weight i ; 
ments addressed to ‘ea god thom teko 
accepted them were banished from the Re- 
publican territory. The Italian Government 
would probsbly chject, and thongh San Marino 
i# an indeper dent State, yet the remonstrances 
of ber grest neighbour would have effect in the 
councils of the dimicative Commonwealth.

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GREAT BRITAIN, FRANCE, 
AND GERMANY. 


THE “ECHO DE PARIS” AGAIN. 


In the third and concluding article on the 
subject of German hostility towards France in 
the Morocco ‘question, the “Echo de Paris’ 
relates how Germany, although her policy was 
ostensibly directed against M. Delcased, be- 
came increasingly exacting after his resigna- 
tion. The article continues :— 

‘Towards the middle of June matters reach- 
od such a stage that France informed Great 
Britain of the want of good will on the part of 
Germany, which was growing daily more appa- 
rent, and she intimated that the crisis, 
instead of away, was becoming more 
acute. Some days afterwards Lord Lansdowne 
officially informed Count Wolff Metternich, 
the German Ambassador in London, that if 
Germany ever attacked Franca the latter 
would te assisted by the whole fightiog 
strength of the British Empire. Inasmoch as 
Great Britain had given assurances of her 
co-operation some days before the re:ignation 
of M. Delcaa: é, thi: war, therefore, the second 
time within a month ihat she bad offered her 
support. Germany became calm.” 

The article conclades: ‘The Anglo-French 
agreement, the scope of which was strictly 
limited at the begioning, gradually became a 
complete political entente, *solely through the 
aggressiveness of Germany. To-day, as yester 
day, it ia the question of general policy which 
takes precedence. The Moroccan affair is 
bound up with the question, and the Algeciras 
Conference is bat an incident of secondary 
importance.” 


GERMAN INVASION OF BRITAIN. 


The little stone which was partly set moving 
by my ‘disclosure of preparations at Kiel ie 
rolling still, says the Paris Correspondent of the 
“Telegraph.” Another Prussian officer bas been 
communicating with ths “Patrie,” this time 
on the subject: fa German invasion of Great 
Britain. Nothing could be easier, he avers 
By tsking the garrisons of the Kiel, Lubeck, 
Hamborg, and Dantzig districtr, snd adding 
troops from Cologne and Coblentz, together 
with a division or two of the guards at Berlin, 
an army of 80,000 men could ba assembled in 
eight hours at the ontside at the month of the 
Bibe, and could be embarked in ove night in 
fifteen big liners without any foreigner baving 
wind of the plan. Only provisions for five 
dsya would be needed, together with a few 
batteries of light artillery, for which horses 
would be foond on landing, and a liberal 
supply of ammunition. Scotland, which is 
virtually destitate of troops, and unfortified, 
would sap capital field for such an enter 
prise. Once landed the German army conld 
live on the country, getting money of Edin- 
burgh and other big towns, and compelling 
the British Fleet to remain on guard off the 
coasts for fear of a fresh visitation. “Thirty-six 
hours woold not roll by between the order for 
mobilisation and the landing on some point 
of the Scottish coast, if such was the will of 
William IL,” concludes the writer, who signs 
himself “‘M. von H., Superior Officer, staying 
in Paris.”

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GREEKS AND BULGARIANS. | 7 BRANDAUER. 


STRUGGLE CARRIED ON WITH 
INCREASING ANIMOSITY. 


The struggle between Greeks and Bulgarians 
is being carried on with ever-increasing ani- 
mosity, Throughout all the sonthern part of the 
Monastir vilsyet the Greeks are masters of the 
situation, their bands being many and, strong 
and seemingly enjoying a large measure of 
tacit encouragement at the hands of the Tar- 
kish authorities. The same may be said of the 
southern and western districts of the Salonika 
vilayet ; while in the north, where only a few 
stray Greeks ara to be found, Turks and Bal- 
garians are bueily engaged in the work of mu- 
taal extermination. A great deal of this activity 
is dae to the desire of all parties to make as 
goodly show as possible in the statistics of the 
ce1sus which has been going on, in the genuine 
Turkish fashion, for some months past. By con- 
verting your rival or killing him you increase 
in the former case by two, and in the latter by 
one, the numbers of your compatriots in the 
re‘urns. Even the long-suffering Wallachs are 
taking up arms to defend their interests. 


DIPLOMACY AND TRADE. 


Britieh diplomacy is just now engaged in a 
mild little tussle with the Porte. The Smyrna- 
Aidin Railway Company, which is English, 
seeks to prolong its line, and is strongly oppos- 
ed by the Anatolia Company, which is German, 
and by the-Cassaba Company, which is French. 
Both the German and French Companies con- 
tend that the proposed extension would affect 
them injariously. The French Company espe- 
cially urges that the British company’s exten- 
sion towards Sandikli would tap a region which 
has hitherto been regarded as within the sphere 
of the French company. As the Ambassadors 
of the three Powers concerned are interesting 
themre!ves actively in the dispute, the Porte is 
placed in a position of some difficulty. 


WHERE EXPERTS ARE DECEIVED. 


A strange story is told in the “Gentle- 
woman,” which proves the difficulty experienoc- 
ed, even by experts, in knowing the real from 
the imitation pearl. A young lady bought an 
imitation rearl necklace at a West End shop 
for £5, and wore it the same evening at dinner, 
A gentleman sitting beside her ventared to 
express an opinion as to the extraordinary 
beauty of the pearls, whereupon, with annaual 
frankness, the young lady replied that they 
were imitation, mentioning what she had paid 
for them. The gentleman was so éonvinced of 
the gen oineness of the pearls that the purchaser 
returned to the shop the next day to reassure 
herself. She was received with great joy, for 
it sppeared that the pearls were not only real,

THE NEW PROPORTIONS OF THE 
AMERICAN GIRL. 


We have heard so moch of late of the 
increasing statare of the English girl, whose 
height and breadth have become as mach 
subjects of caricature abroad as were at one 
time the protruding teeth and angularity of 
the erst-while typical Britisher. It is interest- 
ing to hear that in America the girl of to-day 
is also assuming gigantic proportions, and bids 
fair to more than equal her English cousins in 
herincreasing dimensions, 

This is noticeable not only as regards the 
special realm of dressmakers and outfitters, 
bat in the matter of tootgear, stock messure- 
ments having had to be altered more than 
once daring the past few years. At one time 
“sevens” was considered an extra large size in 
boots or shoes, and one that few women woald 
own up to, whereas nowadays this number is 
said to be one of the most frequently in 
demand, while “eights” are not considered 
particularly abnormal, and shoemakers even 
make a point of keeping a gcodly collection 
of “nines.”
